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DETAILED ACTION 

Newly added claims 53-74 are drawn to different species of the claimed invention. 
Examiner here establishes grounds for restrictions below. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Species A, the apparatus comprises a curved input sidewall and a curved output sidewall 
having different radii of curvature. 

Species B, the apparatus comprises a curved input sidewall and a curved output sidewall 
having same radii of curvature. 

Species C, the apparatus comprises a curved input sidewall and a curved output sidewall 
having different radii have same signs. 

Species D, the apparatus comprises a curved input sidewall and a curved output sidewall 
having different radii have different signs. 

The species are independent or distinct because each species are structurally exclusive for 
the group cited above. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species A or B and 
C or D (for a total of 2 species) for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 59 generic.
